In its words, simply to offer such people guar¬ 
anteed incomes or similar welfare doles “is to write off

Although Supervisor 
Frank G. Bonelli recently 
won approval of reductions 
in the 1965-66 County Bud¬ 
get in the amount of some 
$13 million, there is no as¬ 
surance that the county 
general tax rate lor 1965-66 
will not be Increased. 

“Reductions were not 
easily achieved, thereby 
necessitating prolonged con¬ 
tinuous budget hearings.
